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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Appeal Brief filed October 6, 2009, has been entered. Claims 1 , 2, 5, 6, and 
9-16 are currently pending in the Application. The previous 35 USC 103 rejection of 
claims 1, 2, and 9-14 over Boursier in view of Devos and Ribadeau-Dumas has been 
withdrawn in view of Applicant's arguments. The previous 35 USC 103 rejection of 
claims 5, 6, 15, and 16 over Corriveau in view of Devos has been withdrawn in view of 
Applicant's arguments. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach the claimed coating composition, or method for coating with the 
claimed composition, with sufficient specificity to render the composition obvious to one 
of ordinary skill. The prior art of Boursier teaches a coating composition comprising DP 

1 , DP2, and DPS components. Boursier fails to teach a coating composition comprising 
a DP4 fraction. Further, while Bouriser teaches a coating composition comprising 70% 
dry matter, Bounser teaches that this coating is irregular and that a lower concentration 
of dry matter is preferable to obtain a smooth coating. Devos and Ribadeau-Dumas 
teach maltitol syrups comprising DP4 fractions. However, the DP4 fractions are much 
higher than required by the instant claims. The prior art does not provide motivation for 
one of ordinary skill to use a maltitol syrup with a dry matter of 68-72% and having a 
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DP4 fraction in tine amount as claimed for a coating composition to provide a smooth 
coating.
